K.mdolph was arrested and coin- 
When the trial was called Altor 
neys Allensworth, L. Yontz, Clifton 
Long and T. N. Hazelip appeared 
for the defense. Commonwealth's 
Attorney W. R. Howell was assist- 
ed in the prosecution by John Fe- 
land. 

The gentlemen conducting the 
defense made a gallant stand for 
their client and did everything pos- 
sible to get the prisoner out ot the 
clutches of the law, but it was evi- 
dent to those not interested thai 
they were leading a forlorn hope. 
The killing of Foard has been gen 
erally regarded as one of the most 
unprovoked murders in the annals 
of {crime in this section, apd 
many supposed that that the mur- 
derer would pay the penalty of his 
crime on the gallows. 
Some are of the opinion that the 
breaking" of the pistol with which 
the killing was done, when the car- 
idges fell to floor and were picked 
< by Randolph, was the only 
thing that kept him from stretching 
rope. It was on this ground that 
the attorneys based their defense 
and that the killing was by acci- 
dent. Randolph clainni that he 



□tended to "scare" Foard 
and that he had no idea there was 
a cartridge in the pistol when be 
pointed it at Foard. 

Randolph is about 20 years old» 
having been raised here. He haa 
long been r^arded by his own race 
as a very bad negro, and his repn> 
lation generally is quite unsavory.. 
When the jailer carried him back 
his cell after the jury had re- 
rued their verdict, after a .short 
consultation, Randolph appeared 
perfectly indifferent. In fact dur- 
ing the trial he seemed indifferent, 
and the nonchalant air with wbicb 
he would look over the immeaaa 
crowd he seemed to regard taimadf 
as a hero among his race, instead 
of realizing that he was on trial 
for the highest crime on the calen- 
dar. 

Attorney Allensworth, of the de- ^ 
fense, conducted the trial in a most 
excellent manner, and his speech 
has been freely commented on and 
pronounced one of the best delivered 
in the court room in many a yeac>.
